In Election Returns on Tuesday 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Six 
Senate and three gubernatorial 
races will be drawing special 
attention in Tuesday’s election. 
In most of them state issues 
will predominate. But the candi­ 
dates’ support — or lack of it — 
for the presidential nominees 
as well as the voter turnout 
stirred by the presidential cam­ 
paign, will be factors too. In 
brief, here is the background on 
these nine key races: 
SENATE 
California — Democratic Sen. 
Pierre Salinger vs. Republican 
George Murphy, former Holly 
wood actor. Salinger, 39, is a 
former White House press sec­ 
retary and has emphasized his 
ties with the late President John 
F. Kennedy. Murphy, 62, is 
making his first race, although 
ong active in state Republican 
affairs. He reportedly has liar 
rowed the gap in recent weeks. 
He is friendly to Sen. Barry 
Coldwater, the GOP presiden­ 
tial nominee, but has not en­ 
dorsed him. 
New York — Republican Sen. 
Kenneth B. Keating vs. former 
Atty. Gen. Robert F. Kennedy, 
brother of the late President 
Kennedy. Keating, shooting for 
second term, has flatly re­ 
fused to endorse Coldwater. 
Some polls have him trailing, 
but by much less than Cold­ 
water trails President Johnson 
Keating, 64, has been hitting 
hard on the “carpetbagger* 
issue — the fact that Kennedy 
38, has not lived in New York 
since he was a youngster. Ken 
nedy, drawing big and often 
emotional crowds, has pledged 
support of the Kennedy-Johnson 
administration policies. 
Ohio — Democratic Sen. Ste­ 
phen M. Young vs. Rep. Robert 
Taft Jr. Young, 75, seeks a sec­ 
ond term as a strong supporter 
of the Kenedy-Johnson admin­ 
istration. Taft, 47, is going for 
the seat once held by his late 
father, Sen. Robert A. Taft. 
With it could go speculation 
about a possible GOP presiden­ 
tial nomination in the future. 
Taft has endorsed Coldwater, 
and campaigned for him, but 
also has pointed to differences 
in their views. 
Oklahoma — State Sen. Fred 
R. Harris, a Democrat, vs. Re­ 
publican Bud Wilkinson, record- 
setting football coach at the 
University of Oklahoma for 17 
years. Harris, a legislative vet­ 
eran at 33, is trying to keep in 
Democratic hands the seat held 


by the late Sen. Robert S. Kerr. 
He has supported Johnson just 
as strongly as Wilkinson has 
endorsed Coldwater. 
Pennsylvania — Republican 
Sen. Hugh Scott vs. Miss Gene­ 
vieve Blatt, Democratic state 
secretary of internal affairs. 
Scott, 63, is campaigning for a 
second term on his record as a 
liberal Republican. He endorsed 
Coldwater somewhat reluctant­ 
ly, but has not campaigned with 
the GOP nominee. Miss Blatt, 
whb is 51, overcame regular 
party opposition to win the nom 
ination in a primary. She has 
been critical of Scott’s endorse­ 
ment in hopes that a predicted 
Johnson victory in Pennsylvania 
will put her in the Senate. 
Texas — Democratic Sen. 
Ralph Yarborough vs. George 
Bush, Republican son of former 
Sen. Prescott Bush, R-Conn 
Yarborough, 60, has the backing 
of a former foe, President John­ 
son. 
But many 
conservative 
Texas Democrats have never 
favored the liberal Yarborough. 
And Bush, a 39-year-old Houston 
oilman, has been waging a vig­ 
orous 
campaign 
across 
the 
state. Some polls show him 
running ahead of Coldwater, 
whom he has endorsed. 
GOVERNORS 
Arkansas — Democratic Gov. 
Orval 
Faubus 
vs. 
Winthrop 
Rockefeller, Republican brother 
of New York’s Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller. Faubus, 54, wants 
a sixth straight two-year term 
— and has a fight on his hands. 
Rockefeller, 52, moved to Ar­ 
kansas in 1953 and served as 
chairman of the state’s industri­ 
al 
development 
commission 


from 1955 until early this year 
— as a Faubus appointee. He 
has helped develop the state’s 
first real grassroots Republican 
organization. Both men have 
given nominal endorsements to 
the presidential nominees. 
Illinois — Democratic Gov. 
Otto Keraer vs. Charles H. Per­ 
cy, who in 1960 headed the Re­ 
publican Convention Platform 
Committee. A moderate, Percy 
would probably jump into future

presidential speculation if he 
blunts Kerner’s bid for a second 
term. Kerner, 56, has been cam­ 
paigning on a record of im­ 
proved state finances and trying 
to link the 45-year-old Percy, 
who was president of a major 
company at 29, with Coldwater. 
Percy has endorsed and cam­ 
paigned for the GOP nominee, 
but has concentrated on his own 
campaign. 
Michigan — Republican Gov. 
George Romney vs. Rep. Neil 
Staebler, the state’s Democratic 
congressman-at-large. The main 
issue here is who is responsible 
for an improved business econo­ 
my and state financial picture. 
Romney, going for a second 
term, says ifs mostly his ad­ 
ministration. Staebler says it’s 
national prosperity — u n d e r 
a

governor, 57, has pointedly re­ 
fused to endorse the Arizona 
senator.

Hugh M. Hefner didn’t. 
As a result, he spiraled a 
bankroll of $600 of his own mon­ 
ey and $6,000 in borrowed capi­ 


tal into the $30-million Playboy 
empire. 
Hefner, a man with a flair for 
the sensational, got his start 
toward the big time in 1953 
when he quit his $60-a-week 
magazine writing job to start 
his own publication, Playboy. 
The magaine, with its pic­ 
tures of only slightly adorned 
models and avant garde fiction 
and articles, achieved a circula­ 
tion of 60,000 in its first issue 
and 175,000 a year later. The 
current circulation is more than 
2.5 million. 
From that start, the Playboy 
enterprises, 
closely 
held 
by 
Hefner 
and 
associates, 
have 
become big business. 


Sales for the publishing end of 
Playboy totaled $14.6 million in 
the fiscal year ended last June

Since such fires are potentially 
dangerous, it is good to know 
how to prevent the outbreak of a newspaper, 
blaze, how to limit its spread 
and how to extinguish it. 
The best advice for preventing 
a fat - fed fire is never to leave 
fat foods unattended during the 
cooking process. 
To prevent spreading, should 
the fat catch fire, the range 
should have adequate clearance 
from the woodwork and from 
o t h e r combustible materials 
such as curtains and dish towels. 
This, of course, should be taken 
care of when the range is instal­ 
led.

NEW YORK (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s expressed con­ 
cern about a boost in 
steel 
prices and new fears of infla­ 
tion highlighted last week’s eco­ 
nomic picture. 
Aides 
said 
the 
President 
thought 
that 
sharply 
higher 
steel company profits, plus the 
growing threat of cheaper for­ 
eign steel, would make it hard 
for the industry to justify price 
increases. 
Top steel executives such as 
U.S. Steel’s Roger Blough and 
Bethlehem Steel’s Edmund F. 
Martin have complained that 
the industry makes too little 
money in relation to its vast 
investment. 
As the pre-election controver­ 
sy developed, 
Bethlehem, 
the 
nation’s 
second-largest 
steel 
producer, reported third-quarter 
earnings of $36.2 million, more 
than double its profits in the 
July - August - September peri­ 
od last year. Earlier in the 
week, 
U.S. 
Steel, the biggest 
producer, reports a 41 per cent 
rise in third-quarter profits to 
$55 million. 
Talk about high steel prices 
has bubbled up strongly in re­ 
cent 
weeks. 
Some 
increases 
have followed but these affect 
only about 5 per cent of the 
market. 
There was renewed price talk 
during the week, too, in the 
nonferrous 
metals 
industry, 
where prices of copper, alumi­ 
num, lead, zinc and tin have 
gone up in response to brisk 
demand and shrinking supplies. 
All but aluminum have moved 
up this month and the president 
of Reynolds Metals Co., Joseph 
N. McConnell, predicted alumi­ 
num increases before long. 
Johnson 
twice 
during t h e 
week called for moderation by 
labor and industry in wage and 
price 
demands, 
to keep the 
economy from overheating. The 
nation’s business expansion is ( 
now 
heading 
into 
its 
45th 
straight month. 
Inflationary concern was also 
voiced by the nation’s bankers, 
meeting in Miami. It is too easy 
today, said the American Bank­ 
ers Association, for the average 
man to borrow money and ob­ 
tain other credit. The ample 
money supply may start buyers 
outbidding each other foi goods 
and services, thereby raising 
prices. The bankers urged a 
tightening of credit through the 
federal reserve system. 
The 
automobile 
industry, 
meanwhile, 
inched 
ahead to­ 
ward full production as General 
Motors workers voted to accept 
a three-year contract. Still idle 
were about 15 of GM’s 23 car 
assembly plants where plant- 


level agreements remained to 
be worked out. 
GM’s return to limited pro­ 
duction boosted the nation’s au­ 
tomobile output to 11,6303 units 
during the week, compared with 
89,402 the week before. Last 
year the strike-free auto indus­ 
try turned out 175,560 units in 
the comparable week. 
Labor 
problems 
also 
re­ 
mained to be worked out at 
Ford, 
the No. 
2 automaker, 
which was handed a Nov. 
6 
deadline 
by 
the United Auto 
Workers Union for settlement of 
issues at more than 20 key 
plants. 
Ford 
and 
the 
UAW 
reached

contract 
agreement last month without a 
strike, but plant-level talks have 
dragged on since. 
Ford was among more than a 
score of major companies that 
checked in during the week with 
sharply higher earnings. The

period last year. The nation’s 
largest 
petroleum 
company, 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey, 
reported record profits for the 
first nine months of this year of 
$799 million.
